In abou t 1540 there was a man 
named DeSoto came throu gh Geor­ 
gia and he encou ntered a tribe of 
Cherokee Indians who owned some 
fou r million acres of land and the 
Indians offered him an object they 
called “Tau lonega” which, freely 
translated, meant “y ellow metal” 
bu t. u nder their tribal laws, they 
wou ld not tell where they had fou nd 
it. 
In 1818 a Negro boy fou nd a heav y 
rock which his family u sed to prop 
open a door u ntil a white man 
came along and bou ght it for abou t 
a dime.

With the word of gold hav ing 
been fou nd in what was then known 
as the Cherokee Nation—a cou ntry 
within the United States—the white 
men immediately began maneu v er­ 
ing to ou st the Indians so they 
cou ld take ov er the land, and of 
cou rse, the gold. 
Georgia passed laws ex iling the 
Cherokees bu t the Indiahs refu sed 
to bu dge and fou ght for their 
land in the cou rts and in actu al 
combat bu t were finally ou sted. 
Strange to say Calhou n, who was 
v ice president at the time, resign­ 
ed his high office and took u p some 
of the land which ‘ju st happened 
to be’ the richest in the pre-empted 
Indian lands and opened the Cal­ 
hou n mine.

October 24th will be celebrated 
as United Nation.-, day in most of 
our public schools across the na­ 
tion. That is the day American 
children will be deceived by the 
many glowing tributes and false 
praises attributed to this organi­ 
zation. 
Actually the UN is a “Trojan 
Horse” conceived by Marxists, in­ 
ternationalists, Socialists and “one 
worlders,” abetted by plain trait­ 
ors, unthinking politicians, 
fa­ 
mous name unrealistic educators; 
and landed on our shores for the 
purpose of destroying the Consti­ 
tution and the government of this 
nation, and then bringing about 
the substitution and relegating of 
the United States to simply a 
statehood status in a one world 
dictatorship.

The vehicle used by the United 
Nations to reach the minds of our 
youngsters through our schools is 
a special branch called “UNESCO” 
(which means United Nations Edu­ 
cational, Scientific, and Cultural 
Organization). This organization 


sends teachers handbooks on how 
to teach history, geography, etc. 
One is listed the “UN and World 
Citizenship.” (The child is to be 
taught to be a world citizen—not 
to rejoice in being an American). 
There are m any other handbooks! 
on all types of subjects that will J 
help indoctrinate the student with 
a 
world 
citizenship 
viewpoint, 
while at the same time belittling 
patriotism, customs, and pride in 
his own country. Numerous pam­ 
phlets are distributed and taught 
to children in these classes. Stu­ 
dents are easily susceptible to the 
thought that this is “education.” 
On close scrutiny of these pam ­ 
phlets and handbooks where “UN­ 
ESCO” is taught, it is almost im­ 
possible not to realize that “UN­ 
ESCO” is a scheme to undermine 
patriotism and loyalties to this na­ 
tion and substitute loyalty to a 
world government. That is what 
the American Legion, Daughters 
of the American Revolution, and 
the V F.W. and other patriotic or­ 
ganizations 
fighting 
“UNESCO” 
think it is accomplishing. 
It is to the credit of the teach­ 
ing profession that not all school 
boards or teachers are fooled or 
willingly subscribe to this sinister 
propaganda. 
The 
Los 
Angeles 
School district, second largest in 
the U. S., was among the first to 
accept and teach “UNESCO" pro­ 
paganda. Last year and again this 
year Danned the teaching of any 
“official” or unofficial “UNESCO” 
literatures, 
as 
subversive. 
Yet 
“UNESCO” propaganda dissemi­ 
nation goes on today in thousands 
of American schools, small as well 
as large all over the entire coun­ 
try. 
The 'American Flag Committee 
bluntly had this to say: “UNES­ 
CO” is one of the most subtle cam­ 
paigns calculated to pervert the 
teaching profession and so de­ 
stroy the w orth and integrity of 
America’s first bulwark of free­ 
dom—our tax 
supported public 
schools. 


Strong words, yes, but not strong 
enough to alert you, the American 
people to a proper understanding 
of the UNESCO menace; which 
unless mdt squarely and eradicat­ 
ed by the concerted action of par­ 
ents, teachers, and the general 
public, may shortly transform our 
schools into laboratories lor the 
systematic destruction of all sense 
of national patriotism and loyalty 
in the minds and hearts of Amer­ 
ica’s school children.” 
UNESCO advises the teacher

to 
know 
right 
from 
wrong and that it is the teachers’ 
duty to remove all teachings from 
children’s minds that might be 
contrary to the goals and changes 
that UNESCO plans to achieve in 
a one world society. To them the 
parent has no rights—no consid­ 
eration. If he objects he is often 
castigated with such epithets as a 
reactionary, fascist, or book burn­ 
er. 
Parents not only have the right, 
but a moral duty to know, also to 
object to what their children are 
sometimes being taught. Neither 
are parents all narrow minded, 
stupid, or incapable of judging 
what is sound or false. Teachers 
have their limitations as well as 
parents. 
However, 
interested 
parents, 
teachers, Parent-Teacher Organi­ 
zations and School Boards should 
adopt a strict policy of closely ex- 
j amining literature distributed to 
our schools. Study groups com­ 
posed 
of 
competent 
members 
should take it upon themselves to 
examine and see if ideas put forth 
in pamphlets or handbooks are 
conducive to good American citi­ 
zenship.

Agriculture Department 
Foresees End to Drop 
In Cattle Prices 


WASHINGTON tfi — The Agri­ 
culture Department foresaw and 
end today to the persistent drop of 
cattle prices—one of the big farm 
problems plaguing Secretary 
of 
Agriculture Benson. 
Prices in 1954 are not expected 
to average lower than this year, 
but at the same time are not likely 
to regain their levels of a year or 
two ago, the department said. Cat­ 
tle prices have been trending down 
for more than a year. 
The prospect for next year, the 
department said in a summary of 
the 
situation, 
is 
for 
continued 
large slaughter but more price sta­ 
bility for cattle. Hog production 
will increase next year with some 
lowering of prices in the fall, it 
said. 
The department reported that, 
after four years of expansion, the 
upswing in cattle production has 
been halted. The cattle inventory 
next January will be little differ­ 
ent from last January. Total beef 
production may be a little smaller 
than in 1953. 
Beef 
consumption 
per 
person 
may drop slightly in 1954, but de­ 
mand for meat is expected to con­ 
tinue strong. 
More stability in cattle prices is 
likely next year than in 1953.

Native grasses have held forth 
in the Great Plains region with­ 
out Competition for as long as 
men reiru mb er. Only in rela­ 
tively recent years has any at­ 
tempt b een made to 
‘domesti­ 
cate” them out of their wild 
state or to improve the wild 
grasslands. 
Some ex cellent results have 
b een ob tained from these efforts. 
However, u numb er of prob lems 
have arisen iu slow up progress 
in eiiecting the more ex tensive 
and useful estab lishment of these 
grasses in b oth ti.eir native hab i­ 
tats and elsewhere and 111 b ung­ 
ing them into commercial pro­ 
duction.

K-State Power Recognized 
In Big Seven Conference 


. By SKIPPER PATRICK 
MANHATTAN. Kan. fJP — How 
come Kansas State, a school that 
set a modern record for losing 
football games just a few years 
ago, suddenly has become a power 
to be reckoned with in the Big 
Seven Conference? 
Coach Bill Meek, who saw his 
teams take 18 lickings against one 
minor success his first two sea­ 
sons at & 5tate, sums it up this 
way. 
•‘We’ve won three league game 
against one non-conference defeat 
because of the switch back to two- 
way football, the burning desire on 
the part of our kids to win, more 
experience, a little more weight and 
better squad balance.” 
Kansas State was undoubtedly 
the weakest major college team 
in the nation from 1945 through 
tile 1948 season. The Wildcats lost 
28 games in a row during that 
period. 
Has 3-0 Record 
Despite the fact it now tops the 
Big Seven Standings with a 3-0 rec­ 
ord, Kansas State isn’t supposed 
to win tile Big Seven flag. That 
honor likely will go to Oklahoma 
for the sixth straight year. 
But it will be up to Oklahoma 
to do tire convincing when t h e 
teams meet at M anhattan Oct. 31, 
This season Kansas State has 
beaten Nebraska 28-0. Iowa State 
20-12 and Colorado 28-14 in Big 
Se ven play. The Wildcats lost their 
second game, 13-14, to Colorado 
A & M. That’s the best K-State 
record since Lynn Pappy Waldorf 
coached the Wildcats to the title. 
Meek, who insists his Wildcats 
have no idea about winning the 
championship, learned the hard, 
solid blocking single football as a 
player under Bob Nevland at Ten­ 
nessee. He picked up the split T 
offense as assistant to Jim Tatum 
at Maryland. 
"We switched from the single 
wing to the split T in 1952 because 
we would not have had enough 
players to finish the season play­ 
ing single wing football.” Meek 
said. "And we had to use most of 
our players both ways. It wasn’t 
a shock to us when the game re­ 
turned to man sized operations.” 
Meek said his kids could have 
quite anytime while they were tak­ 
ing beatings during the two platoon 
days. 
"But they never lost courage,” 
Meek said. “The veterans came 
back wiser and from to ten pounds 
per man heavier this fall, a n d 
we’ve had close to a dozen sopho­ 
mores come through in g r a n d 
style."

Discovery Made in Georgia 


JEFFERSON CITY UP) — 
The H o u s e Appropriations 
Committee increased the fig­ 
ure ior drought relief in Mis­ 
souri by $1,006,000 today, in 
an effort to prove that Mis­ 
souri 
will 
feed 
its 
cattle 
whether the federal govern­ 
ment provides any help or not. 
It means that the key ap­ 
propriation bill, as it reaches 
the House floor for first de­ 
bate late today, will carry 
$6,500.000 for paynig the cost 
of shipping hay to Missouri 
—not just the S5,500,000 sug­ 
gested by Gov. Phil M. Don­ 
nelly in his special message 
yesterday. He was promised 
$1.000.000 in federal aid. 
The committee also increas­ 
ed the fund for administering 
tlie hay buying program to 
$75.000, or $15,000 more than 
the 
figure 
Ihmnelly 
sug­ 
gested. 


In one of the most interesting 
talks presented to the Sikeston Rot­ 
ary Club at any of their regular 
Monday night dinner meetings, at 
the Rustic Roek Inn. Dr. Edward 
Milligan, of Santa Anna, Calif., 
packed into an all-too short 20 min­ 
utes facts that took him years of 
research in all corners of the coun­ 
try to ’ gather. 
llis subject was “Early Ameri­ 
can Gold’’ and hi* opened his re­ 
marks by declaring that while 
most everybody knew about the 
fumed Gold Rush to California, the 
strikes in Alaska and the Forty- 
niners, he said, there were surpris­ 
ingly few who knew that the first 
real gold discovery in the United 
States was made in Georgia. 
In about 1540 there was a man 
named DeSoto came through Geor­ 
gia and he encountered a tribe of 
Cherokee Indians who owned some 
four million acres of land and the 
Indians offered him an object they 
called “Taulonega” whieh. freely 
translated, meant “yellow metal” 
but, under their tribal laws, they 
would not tell where they had found 
it. 
In 1818 a Negro boy found a heavy 
roek which his family used to prop 
open a door until a white man 
came along and bought it for about 
a dime. He had it refined by a 
jeweler and got a brick 2“ x4”x8” 
and he sold it to the jeweler for 
about $3 50 
With the word of gold having 
been found in what was then known 
as the Cherokee Nation—a country 
within the* United States—the white 
men immediately began maneuver­ 
ing to oust the Indians so they 
could take over the land, and of 
course, the gold. 
Georgia passed laws exiling the 
Cherokees but the Indiahs refused 
to budge and fought for their 
land in the courts and in actual 
combat but wore finally ousted. 
Strange to say Calhoun, who was 
vice president at the time, resign­ 
ed his high office and tcxik up some 
of th«* land which ‘just happened 
to be’ the richest in the pre-empted 
Indian lands and opened the Cal­ 
houn mine. 
A government mint was built at 
a little village called by the whites 
Dalonega because they could not 
pronounce the Indian word laulon- 
ega, meaning yellow metal, and 
from 1838 to 186$ some six million 
dollars worth of gold pieces in $1. 
$2 50 and $3 denominations were 
mintc'd. 
Then came 1861 and the war 
and. of course, the federal officers 
at the mint left and the property 
was taken over b,v the' confederate 
government and it is alleged that 
during the- war they mintc'd 150 
million dollars worth of the* ge ld 
coins. 
The mint, according to informa­ 
tion gathered by Dr. Milligan, was 
a hand-poyered affair and the gran­ 
ite base of the press and the granite 
foundation walls of the original 
mint are still in existance. 
Where the1 old mint ence stood 
there now stands the' Price Mem­ 
orial building of North Georgia 
College, built on the1 old foundation. 
One factor about the old buildings 
at Dahlonega was that almost all 
the building materials and all the 
machinery had to be shipped to 
Savannah. Ga., and then packed 
overland to tin* little town in the 
hills. The granite foundations, Dr. 
Milligan, said, must have* been 
brought from Stone Mountain, near 
Atlanta, as there is no granite of 
this type anywhere near the for­ 
mer mining town. 
And on the question of De Sc to, 


Dr. Milligan said there is absolutely 
no authenticated record of just 
where the great Spanish explorer 
went and, he added, when pinned 
right down to it. none of the great- 
icst historians of the country will 
admit there is any proof of where 
i De Soto travelled or where he died 
although there have been many 
so-called ‘discoveries’ of De Soto 
relies in the general atva wherein 
he is believed to have travelled.

Ga­ 
lena Republican, told the commit­ 
tee today stricken livestockmen 
don’t want charity but must have 
help. 
“We’re not beggars,” he said. 
"We don’t hope to make any profit. 
We simply want to survive.” 
It is his district in southwestern 
Missouri that is most heavily hit 
1 by two successive years of drought. 
“ We re literally burned up down 
there,” he said. 
The committee itself was taking 
unusual action in the name of 
speed. Although the key bills had

would pick up the bill for the rest 
of the shipping costs. That would 
total about $15 a ton for shipping. 
The farm er would pay the cost of 
the hay itself plus, possibly, some 
minor handling costs. 
Still it should provide hay at 
about $20 to $25 a ton now and 
perhaps a little more as the de­ 
mand for northern hay drives the 
price up. Carpenter wouldn’t say 
how much of an increase might be 
felt as the program moves forward. 
But he said Missouri has a head 
start now and should stay in front. 
Here’s how the tentative rules 
would make it work: 
A farm er needing hay could ap­ 
ply for it. possibly at his county 
agent’s office. This simple formu­ 
la would provide an answer to his 
needs: The number of cattle he 
had on hand at a certain date, say 
Oct. 15, at the rate of two tons 
on hand. 
It would be delivered to some 
local hay or feed dealer and the 
farmer would get his full allotment 
—the amount he actually needs to 
get his stock through the winter. 
But there’ll be teeth in the rules, 
too, to prevent cheating or profit­ 
eering

County Asked to Slop 
Taking Hay Orders 


Tom Stroup, county agent for 
Scott County, said today he re­ 
ceived a telegram last night from 
L. C. Carpenter, commissioner of 
the state department of agricul­ 
ture, advising the county extension 
to “ please stop all hay orders at 
present pending action of the state 
legislature.” 
It further added that a letter 
from J. W Burch, director of the 
Agriculture Extension Service at 
the College of Agriculture, Colum­ 
bia, would be forthcoming with an 
explanation of why the order was 
given. 
Stroup said at present his office 
has orders in for 200 tons of hay, 
which will total 15 carloads, and 
is being purchased in South Da­ 
kota. All orders thus far have been 
for alfalfa hay at $20 a ton. Other 
hay available is alfalfa-brome at 
$17.50. and prairie at $12, accord­ 
ing to Stroup. 
The county agent said he thinks 
the order is temporary and will 
last only until the state legislature 
gets "all the details straightened 
out,” especially transportation. 
Most of the hay for this county 
Stroup 
said, 
has 
been ordered 
from one to three weeks ago and 
when delivered will come to rail 
sidings at Oran, Sikeston, More­ 
house, Fornfelt, Blodgett, Morley 
and Chaffee. 
The big cost to the farmer, 
Stroup concluded, is in the trans­ 
portation cost. A recent check re­ 
vealed a ton of hay shipped from 
Lemmon, S. D. to Oran cost $21 a 
ton in freight charges alone.

Native grasses have held forth 
in the Great Plains region with­ 
out competition for as long as 
men remember.
